LIABLE TO BE VETOED WHEN IT REACHES THE PRESIDENT. 


; Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.]-— , 


Members of the House who were congratu- 
lating themselves on the skillful way ir 
‘which they rushed throyvgh the sundry civi! 
- gppropriation bill, carrying, as it did, $15,- 
0,000 for river and harbor works, are now 
peginning to hedge in the most extraordinary 
manner. ‘There is a belief abroad that the 
river and harbor appropriations will be 
swelled considerably in the Senate, and that 
as a result President Cleveland will veto it 
without hesitation. : 
It should be understood that the items ap- 
propriated for this year are only those which 
‘were authorized in the general river and 
harbor act passed by the House last year, 
yetoed by President Cleveland, and passeil 
by both Houses over his veto. The river and 
harbor bill of last year appropriated directly 
only $12,659,550, but the law authorized the 
execution of contracts amounting to the 
enormous sum of $59,616,404, thus making 
anh aggregate appropriaton of $75,275,954. 
There were at the time the river and harbor 
bill was passed existing contract liabilities 
* previously authorized of $16,207,708, so that 
when the bill of. last year became a law, not- 
withstanding the veto of the President, the 
river and harbor liabilities stood upon tke 
books of the Treasury as $91,483,663. 


Condemned by Engineers. 

Of the items contained in the river and 
harbor bill last year the following were 
included, in spite of the fact that they had 
béen specifically condemned by the Chief of 
Engineers, either as umworthy of improve- 
ment, or in other respects not being desir- 
able objects of expenditure:

Some Generous Denatieons. 
In the sundry civil bill passed Monday, 


which has created such a sensation, tnere 


are included quite a number of these items 
which have never received the approval. of 
the Engineer Departmient, but on the whole 
the committee has confined itself to items 
specifically recommended by the depart- 
ment. 

The Appropriations committee, however, 
was forced to- include in this year’s bill a 
number of items which were not estimated 
for by the department although they were 
included in the river and harbor bill last 
year. This means that in spite of the law 
the War Department has not found it advis- 
able to make contracts. Yet, in spite of the 
fact that no money was asked for, the com- 
mittee generously supplied $694,000 for the 
Philadelphia harbor, $500,000 for the Gal- 
veston harbor, $500,000 for improving Hud- 
son River, $1,090,000 for improvement of the 
connecting ehiinnels of the great lakes, 
$300,000 for a harbor of refuge at Point Ju- 
dith, R. I1.; $400,000 for the harbor and bay 
at Humboldt, Cal.; $400,000 for Gowanus 
Bay, New York; $400,000 for the harbor at 
Savannah, Ga.; $400,000 for the Cumberland

Athens, Feb, 17.—(Copyrighted, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Prince Nicholas-left for Larissa 
today with a regiment of artillery composed 
of several. batteries of Krupp guns, and 
16,000 reserves have been ordered north. 
Col. Vassos, commanding in (Crete, will at 
once be reinforced by an entire regiment, 
The body of warriors left last night. Vassos 
has the royal order to seize the island by 
force, and his seizure of Fort Aghia and 
capture of the garrison were within the 
scope of his duties, although it was not fig- 
ured he would make the attempt until the 
arrival of the fresh troops. 


Opportunity May Be Passed. 

If the powers hope to presetve peace be- 
tween King George and the Sultan they will 
have to take quick and definite action, if, in- 
deed, the opportunity has not passed. The 
war spirit here is thoroughly aroused and 
pacification, except through war, will be 
difficult. The situation is scarcely possible 
of arbitration. — | 

Bodies of Greek troops, both regular and 
volunteer, are continually leaving for the 
frcntier and for the historic isiand which is 
the present seat of hostilities. The volun- 
teers, who are well armed, are from all 
classes. University students, boys from the 
gymnasia, former officers of the army, mer- 
chants, and artisans are in the ranks, 


Armenians in the Ranks. 

Many of the recruits are Armenians, who 
have been driven from their homes and take 
@dvantage of the opportunity to satisfy an- 
clent wrongs. 

In this city and in other towns of Greece 
mass-meetings occupy the streets to the ex- 
clusion of traffic. War resolutions. are 
adopted daily—almost hourly—at these gath- 
erings, and much money for the equipment 
of volunteers hgs been raised by public sub- 
scription. tt

Liberal Slices of Pork. 


The pork was spread out in thin slices all 
over the country, so as to secure practically 
unanimous support both in the House and 
the Senate. It was known in advance that 
the President would probably veto the river 
and harbor bill, and hence it was necessary 
t© adjust the appropriations so as to secure 
more than the necessary two-thirds to pass 
the measure over his veto. To do that the 

_River and Harbor éommittee included not 
ouly the million and a half items enumerated 
above, which has been positively condemned 
by the engineers, but added to their bill ap- 
propriations aggregating over ten millions 
more for projects which had never been rec- 
ommended by the War Department.

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All of these 1 Were manifestly put in 
the bill for the express purpose of securing 
support from members of the Appropriation 
committees. Philadelphia had to be included 
because William A. Stone of Pennsylvania 
was Chairman of the subcommittee which 
had the sundry civil bill in charge. Sayers 
of Texas is the leader of the Democfatic 
minority on the Appropriations committee, 
and this accounts forthe fact that Galveston 
Harbor is to have _ $500,000 dumped into it, 
although the Chief of Engineers did not see 
any particular necessity for it. 

Franklin Bartlett of New York is a mi- 
nority member of the committee, and this 
accounts for $500,000 worth for the Hudson 
River, .$400,000 worth of alleged improve- 
ments in Gowanus Bay, and the sum of $183,- 
vuo for Newton Creek, no one of which items 
appears in the official estimates submitted 
by Secretary Lamont at the opening of Con- 
gress. 

Leonidas F.. Livingston of Georgia is also 
a Democratic member of the committe, and 
hence one naturally expects to find a neat 
little item of $400,000 for improving the har- 
bor of Savannah, the necessity of which has 
not yet become apparent to the Chief of En- 
gineers. 


Chicago River Not in Favor. 


In contradistinction to the system adopted 
by the Appropriations committees of includ» 
ing things which had never been estimated 
for is the treatment of the Chicago River. 
That improvement was not regularly recom- 
mended by the War Department last year, 
but was in the river and harbor “bill for 
$700,000. Only $50,000 was appropriated last 
year, but the Secretary of War estimated 
that $400,000 could profitably be expended 
during the coming fiscal year for continuing 
the improvement of the river from its mouth 
to the Stock-Yards on the south and to 
Belmont avenue on the north. Thisis one of 
the few items which the Appropriations com- 
mittee largely cut down, the actual appro- 
priation this year amounting to only $113,- 
000. This would seem to bé an uniisua! de- 
parture from the principle of placating every 
member of the committee inasmuch as 
Uncle Joe Cannon is its Chairman and would 
be supposed to be interested in the change. 
He, however, had his bit just the same, for 
although there are no rivers and harbors 
in his district to be improved, the passage 
of the sundry civil bill under suspension of 
the rules necessarily insured the appropri- 
ation of $200,000 for a new soldiers’ home

Calvé that he 
was waiting to escort her to the Metropolitan 
Opera-House. Her maid went down-stairs 
and asked him why he persisted in annoying 
her mistress. 

* Ah!’ replied the stranger, “‘ you do not 
understand. It is she that persecutes me. 
I can’t sleep; I cannot eat; I cannot think, 
for I love her. If she will not let me accom- 
pany her to the opera-house tonight I will 
shoot her, for I can no longer stand this 
torture.”’ | 

The maid called one of the porters, and the 
man was put out of the hotel. When Calvé 
stepped out of her cab in front of the stage 
entrance to the opera-house a little later 
the stranger approached her, but she ran 
screaming into the theater.

The Christians are in practical control of 
the island. The Turks have taken refuge 
in the fortified cities of Canea and Retimo, 
Five Greek warships had orders to unite 
with Col. Vassos in bombarding Canea. To 
prevent this warships of thé great powers 
landed 100 men each—500 |in all—in the 
principal cities, and placed flags on the 
fortresses, hence the Greeks did not bomi- 
bard,’ as has been their intention. Vassos 
then issued a proclamation’ in the King’s 
name, taking possession for Greece und pro- 
claiming the Greek law. ; |? 

The ultimate intention of the great powers 
is unknown here, but the Greeks believe 
that the island will be conceded to them. 
It is said that the King had the promise of 
support from one or more of the powers be- 
fore he took serious steps. ’ 

Can Hold Frontier Passes. 

The royal. family is immensely popular, 
and the Greeks to a man believe they can 
win in case of war. Greece issuperior on the 
sea, having a fairly good navy, while Turkey 
has no ships worthy of mention. Thirty- 
three thousand. Greek troops would be soon 
available to guard the frontieF passes, Which 
afe narrow and easily held,  - 

The Sultan’s force in Macedonia is various- 
ly estimated, but is probably about 40,000 
men. They are, however, In a practically 
hostile country. If they attempt to invade 
Greece it is believed that Macedonia and 
Epirus would rise and that Bulgaria and 
Servia would assist. 

The Porte has made no open move, but is

GREECE 1S WARNED BY THE POWERS. 


Commanders of Warships at Canea 
Unite in a Note Forbidding an 
Attack on Crete. 


Canea, Feb. 17.—There was a mteting of 
the commanders of the foreign fleets today 
on board the Italian Magship and the situa- 
tion was discussed in conformity with the 
instructions under which each of the foreign 
fleets is acting in these waters. It was re- 
solved to take further steps toward bring- 
ing about a more peaceful state of affairs 
in Crete and a joint note was drawn up 
and sent by Admirat Canevaro, the Italian 
commander, who is in command of the united 
fleets, to the Greek Consul here. The note 
informed the representative of Greece that 
any attack upon Canea, Retimo, Heraklion, 
or Sitia would be repelled by the warships 
of the foreign powers in Cretan waters, 

This step upon the part of the representa- 
tives of the powers has caused some 
alarm in Greek circles, but it is not believed 
to signify anything more serious than a 
warning to the Christians and Greeks to 
cease fighting while the powers deliberate 
and come to some definite ynderstanding 
regarding the future of Crete: 

It is still believed that the powers will in 
some manner sanction the annexation of 
Crete by Greece.

Gen. Luque reads English. He glanced 
over the nice things the New York newspa-

Perhaps the most important feature of 
the present military situation in Cuba is 
the strategic value and comparative 
strength of the Jucarco Moron trocha.

He said: “I know 
that under the treaty and its protocol be- 
tween Spain.and the United States you, as 
a citizen of the latter country, captured 
without arms in your hand, do not come 
under my further jurisdiction. If it were 
not so I would have the power to releasc 
you. But ‘in obedience to higher authority, 
I am sorry to say, I must place you at the 
disposition of the senior Judge of the 
civil tribunals.”’ ,

NEW YORK IS TO IMMITATE CHICAGO. 


Elevated Electric System in Use Here 
to Be Adopted by the Mankat- 
tan Company. 
a an 

New York, Feb. 17!:—[Special.]—Electric 
power will replace steam on the Manhattan 
Elevated road in this city. Russell Sage 
said today: “ We have agreed to adopt 
electricity, and it is to propel elevated trains 
as soon as the new motive power can be ap- 
plied.’’ : 

The Executive committee, composed of 
Russell Sage, George Gould, and R. M. Gallo- 
way, voted unanimously in favor of electric 
motors. 

General Manager Fransioli has been in 
Chicago investigating electric motive power 
from a commercial standpoint. He said to- 
day that he agreed fully with the engineers 
who spent several months testing the vari- 
ous electric systems in practical use on the 
Chicago streets. Both the engineers and the 
manager found that the New York elevated 
road could be operated for half of the pres- 
ent expense; that experts would not be re- 
quired to handle motor trains, and that the 
old employés who have served faithfully 
so long could be retained and speedily made 
familiar with all the intricacies of electrical 
railroading. 

**We believe such a change is expedient and 
advisable,” said Mr. Sage, ‘‘and we siia!l 
g0 ahead and introduce the new system at 
the earliest possible day.’’ 

Negotiations have been pending for some 
time for selling a block of $8,000,000 or $10,- 
000,000 of bonds to supply the necessary 
dower for making the elevated an electrica! 
road. 

Mr. Sage said he saw no reason why the 
bonds should not meet with ready sale. The 
reports of the General Manager and en- 
gineers show conclusively that an elec- 
tric system would reduce operating expenses 
at least 50 per cent, and if all went as they 
expected, the company would begin equip- 
ping the road with electric motors very soon. 

It is proposed to try the motors first on the 
Second avenue line with eight cars in a tralia. 
A motor ocupies only one end of an ordinary 
passenger car. But few changes will have 
to be made in the present platforms to mai 
the line ready for the new lightning express 
System. Manager Fransioli strongly fuv- 
ored the system used on the elevated roads 
in Chicago. 


NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS IN SESSION. 


Unusually Large Attendance at the 
Mecting of the Association in 
New York. 

New York, Feb. 17.—The eleventh annual 
convention of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association opened in the Japanese 
parior of the Hoffman House today and will 
continue tomorrow and Friday, closing with 
a dinner on the evening of the last named 
day. The attendance is unusually ‘large, 
publishers from all parts of the country 

being present. 

A conféfence between a special committee 
of the association and members of the Asso- 
clation of Manufacturers and Wholesale 
Dealers in Proprietary Articles on the sub- 
ject of substitution was held yesterday. 

The first question to bé considered today 
was that of incorporating the association. 
The rest of the program was largely tech- 
nical and dealt thainly with the relations be- 
tween newspaper publishers and advertisers.

PRODIGY ON THE VIOLIN. 


BRONISLAW HUBERMANN, THE BoY 
MUSICIAN, ARRIVES IN CHICAGO. 


He Will Make His First. Appearance 
Here with the Thomas Orchestra 
Tomorrow—Remarkable Likeness 
to Liszt—Dotes on Football and Al. 
pine Tramps—Loves Beethoven but 
Hardly Wagner—Laurel Wreaths as 
Souvenirs—Protege of Royalty.

BEBMANN, the boy 

violinist, who will 

make his first ap- 

pearance here with 

the Chicago Orches- 

tra tomorrow after- 

noon, arrived in the 

city yesterday. In 

appearance he is a 

remarkable child— 

not one that would 

instantly attract, al- 

though there is a 

gentle frankness 

about him that is 

childlike in appeal, but he awakens attention 

and then interest. Various resemblances 

have been accredited the boy, but one is first 

impressed with the idea of his likeness to 

Liszt. Perhaps his long, heavy, straight 

hair has something.to do with this. His 

eyes are dark and overshadowed by bushy 

eyebrows. His mouth. is firm:-and strong. 

When he speaks it is with the assurance of 

confidence—that he knows what he is talk- 
ing about.

COMEDY AXD ITS USES. 


Though Written Twenty Years Ago, It 
Is New Even to the Great Noveliat’s 
Mest Ardent Admirers—Clear and 
Penetrating Analysis of Genuine 
Comedy—Comparative Equality of 
the Sexes Indispensable to the 
Growth of the Comic Spirit. 


HE publication of 

new book by George 

Meredith has come 

to be a noteworthy 

event in the world of 

letters. Hence “the 

unexpected appear- 

ance of “An Pssay 

on Comedy and the 

Uses of the Comio 

Spirit’’ (Scribner) 

tas aroused the flut- 

terings of eager in-. 

terest in the breasts 

of this author’s nu- 

merous and ardent admirers. Though 

the little book turns out to be a lecture dé 

livered by Mr. Meredith at the London In- 

stitution in 1877, and pubtished a little later 

in some forgotten magazine, it is altogether 
new for the American reader. ’ 

It is indeed a question if the work is not 
more enjoyable than if it had been written 
in the later years, since the disease of com- 
pression has robbed Mr. Meredith's writings 
of some of their universal charm. At any. 
rate, even the most irreclaimable anti-Mere- 
dithian must confess that this is an intere 
esting and significant little volume—a ver 
table gém to be read and read again under the 
spell of ah increasing fascination. Every 
man who has ever peered into human char- 
acter or pondered over literary forms will 
find here many a passage that rings out 
clear and true above ordinary notions of 
the subject, like the bell buoy’s warnings-to 
a mariner floundering in darkness toward 
rocky shoals. 

As was to be expected, Mr. Meredith takes 
the highest view of comedy. He calls it “ the 
first born of common sense,” and says it can 
live freely only in the completest of civiliza- 
tions. .He says there are plain reasons why 
the greatest comic poet, Moliére, remains 
without a fellow. ) 

To touch and kindle the mind through laughter 
demands more than sprightliness, a most subtle 


delicacy. That must be a natal gift in the comip 
poet. People are ready to surrender es 


to witty thumps on the back, breast, and . 
all except the head; and it is there that he aims. 


He must be subtle—to penertate. Aco 
acuteness must exist to welcome him. The neces- - 
sity for the two conditions will explain how it is 
that we count him during centuries in the singular 
number. , oe 

The true comic spirit should place one, ff, 
Meredith thinks, “at the middle distance 
between the inveterate opponents and the 
drum-and-fife supporters of comedy.” In the. 
course of his exposition of this idea he 
touches upon the comedy of all nations, and 
analyses and classifies the comic writers of 
all ages. And this exposition is the wonder- 
ful part of the essay.

The English popular idea of comedy, Mr. 
Meredith says, would be hit by “ the sculp> 
tured group of Laughter holding both his 
sides, while Comedy pommels by way of tick- 
ling him.’’ The French have a school of 
stately comedy to which they can fiy for 
renovation whenvever they have fallen away 
from it; and their having such a school ip 
mainly the reason why they know men and 
women more accurately than do the English. 
Italian comedy has hints of the French péen- 
cil. Spanish comedy is “ generally in sharp 
outline, as of skeletons; in quick movements, 
as of marionettes.” The Germans have not 
yet attained to spiritual laughter, “ The 
treble-Dutch lumbersomeness of the comis 
spirit is of itself exclusive of the idea of 
yo9edy, and the poor voice allowed to women 
in German domestic life will‘account for the 
absence of comic dialogues upon 
life in that land.”’ :

see yourself somewhat ridiculous in 4d 
eyes, and accepting the correction the 
image of you proposes.” The comic is not 
satire, not irony, not mere humor, and.it 
differs from the joker’s stock in trade in that 
it “ addresses the wits for laughter.” The 
test of true comedy is that its awaken 
thoughtful laughter—‘‘ the richer laugh ‘at 
heart and mind in one.”

’ For the purpose of testing the immigrant’s 
literacy he is compelled to read and write 
from twenty to tWenty-five words of the 
United States Constitution.

By the elevation of Senator Davis to the 
head of the Foreign Affairs committee there 
will be a vacancy in the Chairmanship of 
the Committee on Territories, where Senator 
Shoup of Idaho is.the next in rank. This 
will leave open the Chairmanship of the 
Committee on Education and Labor, which 
is to be the reward of oné of the new Repub-

Delivered Many Body Blows. 

If ever a man was successful in effectually 
knocking out a probing committee with 
verbal body blows Me. Flint is that man. He 
lunged, he parried, he swung, he uppercut, 
and he soon had his bearers at his mercy, 
only too glad to throw up the sponge. 

“ Let me explain, Mr. Chairman,’’ was the 
beginning of most of his answers, and then 
he was off an a fifteen-minute harangue 
which nothing could abbreviate. The in- 
quisitors tried cajolery, but it had no effect; 
they implored, but to no end; they threat- 
ened, but it was futile; and even Senator 
Lexow’s rage and frenzied shouts brought 
no relief. 

“IT want to give you all the information 
I can,” Mr. Flint remarked occasionally, 
and he had his way. In the three hours he 
was in the chair Fiint made not more than 
half a dozen direct unevasiveanswers. But 
once in every ten minutes he always found 
time to revert to his occupation. 


Convinced Many of His Hearers. 


He brought to the stand an apparently 
candid demeanor. It convinced many of his 
hearers that he wanted to tell all he knew 
about the rubber trust, amd that his failure 
was only because he did not know how. But 
his volubility was studied, and despite his 
protestations he imparted little informa- 
tion of value to the lawmakers. 

In the afternoon Senator Lexow revealed 
a@ new trust to the gaze of the public. It is 
the soda combine—a small one, to be sure, 
but very firmly intrenched. And before the 
promoters were all heard every one in the 
room knew the story of the discovery of the 
new trust. 


Flint Forgets the Books. 


Charles R. Flint’s examination was: con- 
tinued today. Asked if he had brought the 
books of the company and other data called 


phoned the office of the company and had 
done everything possible to procure the de- 
sired information, but had not succeeded. 
He, however, produced the certificate of or- 
ganization, which was handed to Senator 
Lexow. 

**Do you mean to be understood,”’ he was 
asked, ‘‘as saying that as Treasurer of the 
company you have never made any effort 
to discover whether a proper price had been 
paid for the properties, and for which the 
$26,000,000 was issued?’ 

“The papers were not accessible to me.

Senator Lexow Grows Impatient. 


Senator Lexow accused the witness of

tributed the stock through the regular chan- 
nels, 

Mr. Flint went into elaborate explanation, 
but was brought toa halt by the Chairman, 
who said: ‘* You are explaining too much.” 

“What companies were you interest®d in 
directly?’ asked the Chairman. 

After much squabbling the witness ad- 
mitted that he had been interested in the 
Lycoming Rubber company; but could not 
recollect to what extent. 

Senator Lexow continued: “Is it not a 
fact that the United States Rubber company 
paid the bankers a commission of 2% per 
cent for selling the stocks of the various 
companies?’’ 

The witness hesitated and Senator Lexow 
pounding his desk said: ‘‘ Can’t youanswer 
yes or no?” “I can ascertain,” said the 
witness. 

* Was it not $500,000?” “I think that was 
the amount.” 

Men Thrown Out of Work. 


Mr. Flint said he had no knowledge that 
the President of the New Brunswick Rub- 
ber company received an order for the man- 
ufacture of a certain brand of rubber, but 
nevertheless had closed down the concern 
amd discharged the employés. 

* Do you know that at the time you dis- 
charged these men and closed this factory 
the United States Rubber company pur- 
chased the Colchester factory, closed that 
down, and threw 500 men out of employ- 
ment?’’

I think 
the only way in which wages can be kept up 
is by the centralization of manufacture an‘ 
the economy which results from superior 
organization in connection with labor-saving 
machinery. By means of centralization the 
American wage-earner can compete with 
cheap labor countries like China and Japan.”’ 

Asked how it was that the United States 
Rubber company almost doubled the price 
of rubber shoes since 1898 witness said he 
was unable to explain, and claimed that the 
company he represented turned out the best 
shoe in the country today.

Wakefield Company and Heywood 
Bros. Consolidate, but Deny 
That It Is a Trust. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 17.—[Special.]—Todey

MASS-MEETING OF THE STRIKING CHICAGO TANNERS. 


yesterday and much serious trouble is ex- 
pected when a general attempt is made by 
the bosses to fill the strikers’ places. All the 
big plants were practically idle and closely 
guarded by the police. 

Small Riot in the Morning. 

A small riot took place early in the morn- 
ing at Elsten avenue and Augusta street 
in the vicinity of the Lambeau Leather com- 
pany’s plant. Strikers: and sympathizers 
had gathered there for the purpose, it is 
said, of intimidating nonunion men and 
several necessary employés, who had been 
retained by the firm when the lockout was 
ordered. A stone was thrown by seme one 
in the crowd and a fight was started. Sev- 
éral shots were tired and a riot call was 
sent in. John Chesney was arrested and 
charged with firing the shots. Richard 
Myers was also locked up on a charge of 
Gisorderly conduct. The crowd was dis. 
persed by the police. 

A shipping clerk employed by Eisendrath 
& Co. was roughly handled by a crowd of 
men, who assaulted him on his way home. 
liis assailants escaped arrest. 

Ten policemen stood guard all day in ths 
vicinity of the Eisendrath plant, where the 
principal trouble ts expected. At 4:30 p. m., 
when a few workmen left the building, a 
ereat. crowd gatheréd and jeered at them. 
The police drove the crowd back and escort- 
wd the nonunioyg men to the street cars, 

The boss tanfiers admit they foresaw the 
present trouble, and were preparing for it 
when the men anticipated them by striking 
almost a week before the proposed cut went 
into effect. They say they are forced to cut 
wages and increase the working hours in 
order to suecessfully compete with the 
leather manufacturers in Milwaukee and 
other Western cities, where thé ten-hour 
work day is still in vogue. 

Some of the tanners are preparing to 
lodge and feed men inside their piants, 
though little attempt has yet been made to 
fill the places of the locked-out men and 
strikers. A long struggle is evidently ex- 
pected. 

Eisendrath & Co. are preparing for a state 
of siege. At 5 o’clock last night a wagon- 
load of cots and blankets was delivered at 
the rear door of the bujlding, and a number 
of new employés spent the night within the 
walls of the plant. It is said that a com- 
missary department will be added today, 
and the employés who fear to venture out- 
side will-be fed and lodged there. 


At the Strikers’ Meetings. 


The strikers’ meetings were largely at- 
tended yesterday and last night. The con- 
servative element among the men is in the 
majority, and all the speakers warned the 
men to remain sober and refrain from vio- 
lence and inflammatory. language. 

The leaders admit that there is danger of 
an outbreak among the more radical strik- 
ers. Many of the latter class are ignorant 
foreigners who éannot talk English,- and it 
is said many are decidedly anarchistic in 
their views. The favorite meeting plgce is 
at No. 636 Milwaukee avenue, where In- 
spector Schaacx discovered the rendezvous 
of the Haymarket rioters. 

The radical element among the strikers 
refuses to join the union or to take an active 
part in the union meetings. The palice do 
not apprehend trouble from the unton men 
as much as from the radicals and sym- 
pathizers. 

The feeling among the strikers is most 
strong against the Eisendrath company. 
Many wage disputes have occurred there in 
the past, and there has been much dissatis- 
faction among the men. 

W. N. Hisendrath refuses to admit his firm 
is seriously embarrassed by the strike. He 
says the present condition is a relief, as 
there is an overproduction of leather. He 
blames the union men for precipitating the 
strike and declares there was no intention 
to cut wages until next spring. He says 
the old employés will be given the preference 
if they wish to return to their jobs before 
next Monday. After that he will employ 
new men until all places are filled. 

Representatives of other firms involved say 
the trouble was unavoidable and much to be 
regretted, though absolutely necessary.

Assert There Will Be No Slate and No | 


Program and the Dozen Mayoralty 
Candidates Will All Stand an, Equal 
Show—<Antis” Doubt the Honesty 
of the Proposition—Congressman- 
Elect J. R. Mann Says Downey 
Should Be the Choice. 


Leaders of the Republican machine are in- 
dustriously trying to create an impression 
that the forthcoming city convention will 
be a free-for-all affair—that no slate will 
be agreed upon in advance. But the anti- 
machine people say they seriously doubt the 
honesty of this proposition. 

One of the machine’s biggest cog-wheels, a 
Staff officer to Sheriff Pease in Lake View, 
gave out yesterday that the convention will 
be productive of one of the prettiest party 
fights cver witnessed in Chicago. 

‘There will be no slate, no set program,” 
he said. ‘** We will not have any such pre- 
arranged undertaking as that which pre- 
vailed when the present:city and also county 
officers were nominated. There will be 4 
dozen candidates for Mayor before the con- 
vention, and in my opinion each one will 
stand an equal show with all the others. 
The machine has no candidate, It will be 
a fight at the polls and a fight in the con- 
vention.”’ 

Anti-Machine Man Criticises. 

A strong anti-machine man remarked: 

‘It sounds pretty, but is intended to cover 
up the real plans of Lorimer, Hertz, and 
Pease. They are all perfectly confident of 
going into the convention with a certain 
number of delegates under their control, 
Then there will be aller wheels of the 
machine, with the dé@legations from their 
respective wards, ready to form satisfac- 
tory alliances with the ‘ big three.’ A slate 
satisfactory to them will be made up, but 
kept secret, if possible, until the conven- 
tion gets into a wrangle, and then it will 
be sprung and put through, The Lorimer- 
Hertz-Pease ring expects to make it appear 
that it is not in control and thereby prevent 
the cry being raised that the candidates are 
machine-made.’’ 

Despite all this kind of talk there cer- 
tainly is no evidence that the leaders have 
any sort of unanimous understanding among 
them as to who should be taken up and 
supported for Mayor.

INSANE MAN IS HANGED. 
EXAMINATION OF eae 
BRAIN REVEALS A TUMOR. 


Expert Says It Is Large Enough and 
Deep Enough to Produce a Pressure 
Which Would Seriously Affect the 
Intellect—Mistake of One of His At- 
torneys Causes Him to Hang When 
His Tenure of Life Might Have Been 
Prolonged. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 17.—[{Special.]—To- 
night Dr. Henry Rohlfing, instructor in 
pathology at the Missouri Medical College, 
made public the result of a supplemental 
examination of Duestrow’s brain. Aside 
from the finding of milk spots and a gen- 
erally congested condition of the organ, the 
first thing that attracted Dr. Rohifing’s at- 
tention was the adhesion of ¢he membrane 
along the line of the sinus. This adhesion, 
according to Dr. Kohlfing, is undoubtedly 
the result of chronic inflammation. 

That the inflammation was chronic is said 
to be indicated by the granular nature of 
the surface- under the adhesion. Later, in 
further looking for abnormal conditions, Dr. 
Rohlfing founda tumor. Technically it is 
known as an osteoma. It is about the size 
of a pea, pearl-grayish in color, and as hard 
as a piece of gristle. It was deeply imbed- 
ded in the sinews and adhered to the mem- 
brane. 

Dr. Rohlfing said: “The whole brain 
indicates a chronic state of inflammation 
and congestion, and the osteoma was prob- 
ably the reshit of these conditions. It is 
large enough and deeply enough :mbedded 
in the sinews to produce a pressure which 
ee seriously affect the functions of the 

rain,’’ 


Mistake of His Attorneys.

The law which is now before the Minnesota 
Legislature will not be needed in Illinois 
if all wife.murderers are treated as Mc-. 
Carthy is. ‘ The Minnesota law prohibits 
the presentation to condemned prisoners 
of flowers, fruits, and similar tributes. It 
may be necessary in Minnesota to control 
the actions of the people by legislatton, but, 
judging from the barren appearance of Mc- 
Carthy’s cell, not in Illinois. 

McCarthy is at work upon a document in- 
tended, according to his own expression, 
to “square himself with the public.” His 
statement will contain an account of his 
career and a vindication of his acts ac- 
cording to his logic and reasoning.

‘SENATOR CHANDLER CALLS HIMSELF 
A BIMETALLIST. 

The speech made by Senator Chandler day 
before yesterday in advocacy of a * bimetal- 
ligm ” which he did not défine, and which he 
did not explain his method of obtaining, was 
in many respects a singular production. He 
used the arguments of the silver monometal- 
lists and yet insisted that he was not one of 
them. 

The advocates of cheap silver dollars have 
contended that the fall of prices during the 
last twenty years, and especially the fall in 
the price of wheat and other farm products, 
was due to “ silver demonetization.” The 
fallacy of this assertion has been dem- 
oustrated time and again. 

It has been proved that the cheapening of 
the cost of transportation by land and 
water, the reduction of the-cost of produc- 
tion of commodities by means of the intro- 
duction of improved machinery and new 
methods, and the opening of new sources of 


»supply—as in the case of wheat—-are the 


causes'of the reduction of prices which the 
free silverites ascribe to “ demonetization,”’ 

Yet Senator Chandler declared, just as 
Bryan does, that “ silver demonetization was 
at the bottom of this downward movement 
in prices,” and that he “ doubted seriously 
whether the era of restored prosperity was 
near at hand.” 

While the Senator had much to say about 
the fall in the prices of commodities, he ab- 
stained carefully from mentioning the rise 
in the reward of labor. He did not attempt 
to explain why, in spite of “ silver demoneti- 
zation,” men had been receiving from 1879 
up to the panic of 1893 increasing quantities 
of gold for their labor. 

The Bryanites contend that the fall in 
price of silver has been due to “ unfriendly 
legislation ’’—the “crime of 1873," for in- 
stance. Senator Chandler is of the same 
opinion. Like those free silverites with 
whom he agrees, he ignored the effect which 
the great increase in the output of silver and 
the lessened cost of production of that metal 
must have had on its price. 

The worhl's product of silver in 1860 was 
about 30 million ounces. It is now 175 mill- 
ion ounces. Silver sells for only half what 
it did in 1860, but the sellers are carrying 
on a profitable business or they. would not 
keep it up. They can afford to sell silver at 
from 65 to 69 cents an ounce because the 
cost of putting an ounce on the market is 
only half what it was thirty years ago. 

These are facts which Senator Chandler 
does not mention and seek to explain away. 
He simply repeats the old cry that “ un- 
friendly legislation ’’ has depreciated silver 
and declares that the *“ most fatal blow ”’ 
was struck at that metal when Secretary 
Carlisle “ issued his order that the govern- 
ment would redeem its paper obligations in 
gold only.” 

Senator Chandler asserts that he is a “ bi- 
metallist” and not a silver monometallist. 
If Secretary Carlisle had forced the holders 
of greenbacks and Sherman notes to take sil- 
ver when they wanted gold all ¢onfidence in 
the soundness of the currency would have 
vanished, and there would have been a 
slump to the 50-cent dollar basis. And still 
Senator Chandier insists he is apposed to 
silver monometallism. 

The Senator insists he is opposed to a 
single standard of either metal—gold or sil- 
ver, He favors a double standard. But he 
does not tell at what ratio he proposes to 
use silver or how he proposes to maintain 
that ratio. He did not state an instance 
where a double standard had been used suc- 
cessfully, so that gold and silver coins of 
the same face value circulated concurrently. 

The Senator contends that the demone- 
tization of silver has done great harm and 
that it should be remonetized. But he does 
not explain how ‘it is to be done, Silver 
would be remonetized if made a legal tender 
on the basis of its gold value, so that a gold 
dollar's worth of silver would pay a debt of 
adollar. But the Senator does not say that 
is what he wants, 

He merely repeats the arguments of the 
free silverites and demands ‘that “ some- 
thing be done for silver.” His unsatisfac- 
tory speech does not explain what he wants 
done or how he proposes to do it, 


THE LOAN BILL SHOULD BE PASSED. 

As there will not be money enough in the 
State Treasury to meet demands which will 
be made on it prior to the middle of April, 
when the 1896 taxes begin coming in, Gov. 
Tanner has asked the Legislature for au- 
thorit? to borrow $250,000. This is the 
most that can be borrowed without a pop- 
ular vote. 

The bill which has been submitted to the 
General Assembly by the Governor pro- 
vides that “whenever cagual deficits 
or failure in the revente of the 
State” may occur the Governor, Auditor, 
and Attorney-General may borrow $250,- 
000 or less. The Democrats wish to 
modify the bill so that the authority to 
borrow may be specific and not general. 
They are willing to authorize’a loan now, 
but not a loan 5 ata or the year after 
next, though there may be a deficiency then.

votes. If adopted by less than a two-thirds 
vote it will not go into effect until July.

If there were to be no revenue deficiencies 
after a first loan of $250,000 had been paid 
off the amendment the Democrats propose 
would be unobjectionable. But since there 
undoubtedly will be deficiencies later on 
the general power asked for by the Governor 
should be given him. 


FOR THE DEFENSE OF WASHINGTON, 
Twelve miles below the National Capital 
stands old Fort Washington, ostensibly do- 
ing duty as a defender of Washington from 
attack by the sea, though not a gun has 
sounded from’ its ramparts since the civil 
war and its garrison has been an orderly 
sergeant, with little more to do in the way 
of duty than the keeper of the crypt. On 
Saturday last, however, modern steel S-inch 
guns fired three shots up the river from its 
walls, the shots striking the water near 
Alexandria, six miles below the capital. 
The roar of these shots announced to the 
people of Washington that something at 
last was awake in the sleepy old fort. They 
discovered for the first time that the capital 
was to be defended, and that for five years 
past, quietly and secretly, the old fort has 
been changed into a modern fortress, and 
that in a very short time there will besa suf- 


ficient array of heavy guns and modern bar- 


riers to prevent the fleets of even the most 
powerful nations from going up the river or 
getting within striking distance of Wash- 
ington. The new emplacements for the 
S-inch and 10-inch guns are on a high bluff 
at the turn of the river. Nearly opposite is 
Iort Sheridan, an auxiliary of the main 
fort, and the channel at this point, not over 
300 yards wide, is already protected by a 
torpedo system. EXmplacements have been 
completed for three 8-imch guns, and two 
others are-in course of construction in the 
rear, about half a mile back, where the guns 


will have complete range of the channel. | 


A correspondent of the New York Sun, who 
was present at thestests of the 5-inch guns, 
Bays: ‘ , 

Every gun when in action will probably be 20u 
feet above the water, and commands not only a 
sweep of twelve miles down the river, but the 
entire channél up to the city, eight miles away. 
On the opposite shore will be Fort Sheridan, 
mounting probably four twelve-inch guns and 
two or three eights. Fort Washington's battery, 
when completed, will comprise five eight-inch 
guns, several of the old fifteen-inch smooth-bore 
mortars, which are now in place, and capa- 
ble. it is believed, of sinking any but heavily 
armored ships, besides the submarine mines to bé 
worked from batteries wel) protected under the 
fort. By next July three guns will be in place, 
and within a year the whole system of defense 
will be completed, except those on the shore op- 
posite Fort Washington. With but two guns in 
place and the torpedo system and submarine 
mines, it is believed even now that no fleet could 
possibly get by. As the guns are so placed that 
they cannot possibly be struck from the river, the 
only way they could be taken would be by rear 
attack, which has been provided against by proper 
protection for a large body of infantry. 


It is further stated by the Sun’s cor- 
respondent that within a few months bar- 
racks will be completed at Fort Washington 
for garrisoning the troops, and early in the 
autumn one company in charge of three 
officers will be stationed there to care for the 
new fort. Later, when all the guns are in 
place, it will be necessary to station several 
artillery batteries there, and by that time 
the headquarters in Washington will proba- 
bly be abandoned, and the greater part of 
the present troops transferred to the de- 
fenses of the city further down the river. 

The news that at last the National Capital 
is net to be left exposed to the mercy of any 
foreign power, as it has been so long, will 
cause general congratulation. It should 
have been amply protected long ago, and 
now that this important work is on the eve 
of accomplishment similar expedition should 
be had in defending Boston, New York, and 
other seacoast and lake cities. Old Fort 
Washington, fitted up with modern arma- 
ments, suitably garrisoned, and ready to 
stand off any fleet which might attempt to 
go up the Potomac, will not only save the 
capital but it will do more to conserve the 
peace than Olney’s arbitration scheme, 
which all the Quakers and pacificos are now 
advocating so industriously. When our 
other seacoast cities shall be as well pro- 
tected as Washimgton there will be no need 
of an arbitration treaty, for there will be 
nothing to arbitrate, There will be no dan- 
ger of an invasion of our rights when we are 
prepared to maintain them. Old Fort 
Washington in its new conditions is as elo- 
quent an inducement for peace as in its old 
conditions it has been-an eloquent invitation 
for attack.

CRETAN CRISIS 


NEAR THE “DECISIVE 
POINT, 

The reported decision of the Sultan to 
remain passive and “ leave the pacification 
of Crete to the powers ” is nota very marked 
concession when the Sultan’s absolute im- 
potency is considered. Turkey is practical- 
ly helpless and must depend on the powers. 
If the foreign battleships would leave Crete 
and permit Greece and Crete to work out 
their own destiny the union would be ac- 
complished, the Turks on the island would 


be brought into subjection, and Turkey, de- 


void of a navy, would be powerless ¢o offer 
any but the most trifling resistance. The 
Sultan’s only resource would be to assembie 
his troops on the frontier and conduct a war 
on land, but it is doubtful if he would be 
able to gather together a force superior in 
numbers to the Greek army. His depleted 
treasury would more than offset the advan- 
tage of large population. 

But it is hinted that there is something 
back of the Turk’s complacency more than 
a discreet yielding to the inevitable. It is 
urged that he has been given to understand 
that Greece has not presumed to defy the 
powers without the secret assurance from 
at least one of the European governments 
that no war would be permitted to follow. 
The Sultan, therefore, has seen that resist- 
ance in any form would be futile and that 
his most crafty move would be to intrust 
his fate at the beginning, as he must in the 
end, to the judgment of the powers. There 
is abundant evidence to support this view, 
just as there is evidence to support nearly 
every theory that has been advanced in this 
novel crisis. But the outcome that seemed 
probable at first—namely : that Greece would 
not derive any substantial advantage in re- 
ward for its courage, and that Crete would 


mandate of the powers. All

The Treasurer of the United States Rub- 
ber company—the rubber trust—has given 
Senator Lexow’s committee some interest- 
ing information. It appears that the vari- 
ous companies which were consolidated five 
years ago had been active competitors. 
After they ‘united competition was “ elimi- 
nated to some extent.” It was eliminated 
so thoroughly that there has been no corn- 
petition since then. 

The witness stated that the object of the 
combination was “ ecomomy by reason of 
centralization.” The real object, unques- 
tionably, was to raise prices and fleece the 
consumers. There was a sudden, sharp ad- 
vance in prices immediately after the con- 
solidation took place. ; 

It was adwitted by the witness that the 
rubber company could fix all prices, and did 
so “to some extent.” It has fixed them and 
has put them up to a point where excessive 
profits are made. It was admitted that the 
rubber business was “ remunerative to some 
extent ’ before the combination was formed. 
If so, itt must have been exceedingly profita- 
ble since then. 

The original capitalization of the compa- 
nies consolidated by the rubber trust was 
$4,300,000. The capitalization of the trust 
is 50 millions, and stock to the amount of 
3914 millions has been issued. It is evident 
that heavy profits are necessary in order to 
pay dividends on such a volume of watered 
stock. All who use rubber clothing have to 
be taxed in order that there may be divi- 
dends. 

The companies which were taken into the 
trust were allotted stock based on their 
“ prospective protected earnings,” and not 
merely on the value of their plants and 
franchises. If other concerns were to at- 
tempt to compete with the trust they would 
be taken inte camp, as others have been 
which endeavored to compete, 

The evidence of the witness, incomplete 
as it is, reveals the illegal methods of this 
trust, which has the control of a great in- 
dustry and: is extorting millions from the 
people. Its existence is another reason why 
the next Congress should take up in earnest 
the question of the suppression of trusts, 
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WEYLER UNDERTAKES A NEW TASK 

Gen. Weyler seems to have a mania for 
attempting the impossible. Not satisfied 
with endeavoring to subjugate the uncon- 
querable Cubans, he is trying to keep a de- 
preciated legal tender paper currency at par. 
He will find. before he is through with it 
that the money-changers are as irrepressi- 
ble as the insurgents. 

The money in circulation in Havana con- 
sists mainly of notes,which have been issued 
in such quantities that they are worth less 
than their face. Gold has been driven out 
by cheap silver and cheaper paper, and much 
of the Cuban stock has been shipped to this 
country during the last year. 

‘The money brokers have been in the habit 
of giving for these depreciated notes what 
they believed to be their valuein coin. The 
shopkeepers have been charging more for 
their goods when their customers offered 
paper in payment. That which happencd 
in the United States while the greenbacks 
were below par is ' appening in Havana 
now. 

Gen. Weyler insists that this must stop. 
He has issued an edict prohibiting the ex- 
changing of bank bills for coin by the 
brokers. Nor must quotations be made of 
the value of bank bills. All shopkeepers 
must receive bills at their full value and 
change thea for small bills, the only condi- 
tion being that buyers must spend atleast 
$1 in each $5 bill tendered. 

It will not take Gen. Weyler long to dis- 
cover that there are certain economic laws 
which cannot be repealed even by an auto- 
cratic military officer with many bayonets 
behind him. Nothing he can do can give the 
depreciated bank notes a value they do not 
possess. Whatever he does to force these 
notes on people for more than they are 
worth will lower their value instead of in- 
creasing it. Gen. Weyler will learn that 
lesson speedily. 


MAYOR SWIFT’S ECONOMIC ADMINIS- 
: TRATION, 

The statement showing the expenditures 
on account of the Department of Public 
Works for the last nine years bears wit- 
ness of the economy with which Mayor 
Swift has conducted municipal affairs. He 
has spent less mortey than his predecessors 
and has managed to keep expenses within 
appropriations, which was more than some 
of them did. 

During 1898 and 1894 the expenditures 
exceeded the appropriations by $380,000. 
The excess for 1891-02 was over $400,000. 
Mayor Swift managed in his two years to 
spend $5,000 less than was appropriated. 
He had only $3,800,000 at his disposal. His 
predecessor had $4,680,000. 

The cost of street cleaning and repairing 
was less in 1895 than it was in 1804 and was 
less in 1896 than in 1895, ‘Three years ago, 
under Elopkins, it was $280a mile. Swift 
reduced it hie first year to $269 and in his 
second to $220. The amount of work to be 
done has increased. The appropriations 
have decreased. But Mayor Swift has 
handled the money at his disposal so wisely 
that he has made a dollar go farther than 
it used to. 

The economy which Mayor Swift has 
practiced in the management of the affairs 
of the important Department of Public 
Works has been practiced in all the other 
departments. Le has kept a careful watch 
on the expenses everywhere, and has given 
the city a business-like, efficient aiiministra- 
tion. 
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DEATH OF GEN. PLEASONTON, 

One by one the great Generals of the 
Union army are passing away. Yesterday 
Gen. Alfred Pleasonton, the famous cav- 
alry leader, a sokdier of conspicuous bravery 
and ability, died in Washington, He had 
a long and varied career, for his service to 
the country began shortly after he was 
graduated from West Point. His first cam- 
paign was directed towards the settlement 
of troubles between Canadian halfbreeds 
and the Indians’ growing out of encroach- 
mente of the former upon the Indian country 
this side of the frontier. He next served 
with distinction in the Mexican war under 
Gen. Taylor. Then for a few years he was 
engaged in Indian campaigns in the North- 
west and in Florida. His splendid service 
in the war of the rebellion was begun after 
the first Bull Run battle as an officer of 
dragoons. Hie skill and dash in handling 


} lured bodies of cavalry led to his rapid pro- 


motion. He was made Lieutenant-Colonel 


TRYING TO REVIVE THE sUNDAY- 
CLOSING QUESTION. ° 

Day before yesterday the Secretary of an 
organization called the International Sun- 
day Observance League applied to a Justice 
of the Peace for a warrant for the arrest 
of Mayor Swift on the ground that he has 
not enforeed the obsolete State law for the 
closing of the saloons on Sunday. The Jus- 
tice refused, quite properly, to issue the 
warrant. Application will be made to some- 
body else in the hope that he will be more 
complaisant. 

Mayor Swift’s term of office is just clos- 
ing. Why, then, has’not the league begun 
proceedings against him sooner? It has 
waited until this late hour in order to thrust 
the Sunday saloon closing question into the 
present Mayoralty election if it.can. The 
Secretary declares that— 


The ‘league is done with temporizing and argu- 
ing. We propose to have an enforcement of the 
Sunday-closing law, and will have it made an issue 
in this campaign. And the man who follows Swift 
as Mayor will understand that he will be prose- 
cuted if he does not enforce the law as he finds It. 


Mayor Swift is to be prosecuted in order 
“to serve notice on his successor now. as 
well, that he, too, will be prosecuted if he 
does not enforce the Sunday-closing laws.” 

Is it possible that the men who are trying 
to lug the saloon question into the present 
campaign are ignorant of the result of the 
attempt to punish the Mayor of La Salle 
because the saloons were open on Sunday 
in that city? 

Iie was indicted yéar before last on the 
ground that he had been derelict in the dis- 
charge of his duty, since he had not en- 
forced the State law and stopped the sale of 
liquor on Sundays. The indictment was 
quashed by the Judge of the Circuit Court, 
who held, in an able opinion, that it was not 
the duty of a Mayor to enforce the law in 
question, 

If Mayor Swift were to be indicted— 
which is impossible—the indictment would 
be quashed promptly on the ground that he 
had committed no offense. Unless the Sun- 
day-closers are very ignorant they know 
that. So well satisfied are they that the 
sale oftliquor on Sunday in the manner pro- 
vided by the city ordinance, which has been 
in. force for twenty-three years, that they 
have never ventured to bring a test case. 

The only object of agitation at this time 
is to get up a row, if possible, and divert the 
attention of the voters from questions of 
municipal reform. But the attempt will be 
a failure, as it wastwoyearsago. The peo- 
ple declined to take any notice of these thar- 
plots, and they will not take any notice of 
them now. ,

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Olive Green for Warships. 

If war were declared tomorrow olive green 
would be the color adopted by all the ships 
of the new navy. The Navy Department is 
prepared to issue a general order directing 
the use of this color when emerg@mcy de- 
mands it. The instructions which will ac- 
company the order are based on the experi- 
ments made with the ram Katahdin and the 
torpedo boat Cushing. 

The experiment with the Cushing demon- 
strated that for certain specific work there 
were shades of green better adapted than 
the olive tint, but on the whole the olive 
tone served the best for all-round work. 
During the late war the Southern blockade 
runness had recourse to a gray or drab 
color. There were no electric searchlights 
in those days; otherwise a better color could 
not have been selected for showing up well 
under the rays. As a matter of fact white 
is readily picked up by a searchlight, and 
for this reason torpedo boats usually first 
disclose the white, foaming water at: their 
bows as they come charging in. The stem 
torpedo tubes serve as an obstruction to a 
boat which is driving at full head on, and 
tend to throw up the water. Recent boats 
are without bow tubes to obviate this very 
objection. In the daytime, however, a drab- 
painted ship is with difficulty seen on the 
horizon, Her smoke will betray her pres- 
ence long before the hull shows up, and 
when the coal employed is anthracite the 
difficulty of detection is still more enhanced. 

The Katahdin experiments show, however, 
that olive green, under certain conditions, is 
fully as invisible in the daytime as gray, 
while at night it is immensely superior to 
all other ship colors. The gray harmonizes 
with the atmosphere, while the olive green 
approaches close to a water shade, such as 
is common on the coast. For deep-sea 
work the gray, or a bluish gray, is the bet- 
ter for daytime. A vessel engaged in com- 
merce-destroying on the high seas may still 
find it advantageous to employ the old 
blockade-running color.

Koch announces from South Africa that ‘he has 
found an antidote or prophylactic for rinderpest 
in cattle. It consists of the injection of serum 
into the veins, which gives immunity within a 
fortnight. This, if confirmed, will prove one of 
the greatest boons which could be given to ‘Africa.

Cumulative Plan’s Working. 


It would cost $100 to run a hat store, $200 
to add a shoe stock, $400 to put in groceries, 
and so on. For ten departments the license 
at this rate would be $51,200 per annum; for 
fifteen departments, $1,638,400; and for twen- 
ty departments, $52,416,000, 

Mr. Salomon said a law making such a 
license would not hold, and that the bill now 
in hand is the only remedy. 

The meeting organized into the West Side 
Business-men’s Association, making its of- 
ficers the temporary ones of the new organ- 
ization. 

John M. Smyth said last night: 

“I could not stay for the meeting today, 
but if 1 am a delegate I will act. This 
movemem is a growing one. It is the feel- 
ing of merchants that they must protect 
themselves or be driven out of business. 
The cumulative license system is, I under- 
stand, in effect in Germany. It would cer- 
tainly result in a great revenue to the State, 
yy the stores could manage to thrive 
on 

“I do not think anything can stop this 
movement, which seems to have sprung up 
spontaneously. When the Salomon bill was 
before the Legislature it was laughed at 
and ridiculed. The investigation that went 
with it was treated superciliously. Now 
the movement is strong and growing. New 
clubs are being organized everywhere—not 
alone in the cities. 

* Therdepartment store is destroying vii- 
lages and towns. Thousands of men who 
have been dependent on mercantile pursuits 
are forced out of business, and have to come 
to the large cities to work for starvation 
wages. 

“The tendency of the department store 
is to the crushing out of all small businesses. 
I carry other things beside furniture, but 
like others we must do it, and we may be 
driven finally into the regular department 
store business. 

“TI am with the movement for the regula. 
tion of trade and commerce, so far as it will 
benefit the different lines of business and 
mie to every man a field for fair competi- 
tion.”’ .

Upon complying with the laws of the State 
or ordinances of any city or town, Sec, 2 
makes it lawful for any person, firm, or 
corporation to conduct trade in any huilding 
or: connected buildings where the premises 
are used for the purpose of offering for sale 
and selling, at wholesale or retail, or both, 
wares mentioned in any one of the classes 
designated in Sec. 1. 

Further Greuping of Classes. 

The further grouping of classes will give 
merchants the right to deal in articles of 
the same general line. The combining of 
the classes into groups will also probably 
follow the plan suggested by the North Side 
Association, which allows a dry goods store 
to carry everything designated in Classes 1 to 
8 inclusive. Classes which could be carried 
by other dealers under thi8 grouping would 
be as follows: 

Clothiers and furnishers, Classes 9 to 16 
inclusive; shoe dealers, boots and shoes and 
shoe findings; jewelers, everything in 18, 19, 
and 20; grocers, everything in Classes 21 to 
380 inclusive: meat markets, all the articles 
named in Classes 31, 32, 38, and 34; liquor 
merchants, Classes 85 and 36. Tobacco and 
smokers’ articles form one distinct line. 

The same man may sell trees and the other 
articles mentioned im Class 88 in the same 
store that he disposes of monkeys and par- 
rots and other live animals and birds. 
Classes 40, 41, 42, 483, and 44 go to make upa 
furniture store. Classes 45 and 46 make 
another group, while a hardware dealer can 
handle all the articles described in classes 
47 to 50 inclusive. 

Must Flock by Themselves. 

The plumber, the coal dealer, the wagon 
dealer, the bicycle agent, the harness man, 
the rattan manufacturer, and dealer in baby 
buggies, and the sewing machine agent, each 
have a class to themselves. So has tlie 


man who sells footballs, boxing gloves, and ' 


other athletic goods, as well as the keepcr of 
restaurants, cafés, and lunch counters; the 
banker, who has money to sell or loan, and 
the man with musical instruments to dispose 
of. 

The drugzist may sell all the articles men- 
tioned in slasses sixty-four, sixty-five, and 
sixty-six, and may also continue in the 
stamp selling business. The game man may 
sell spectacles, magnetic supplies, and the 
different things named in classes sixty-seven, 
sixty-eight, and sixty-nine. The same dealer 
who supplies big hats and other millinery 
may also deal in false hair and other tuilet 
articles, such as are named in classes seven- 
ty-three and seventy-four. Class seventy- 
five embraces all commodities not men- 
tioned in the other classes. 


Whack at Department Stores. 


It is in Sec. 8 that the law strikes at the 
“department store.’”’ That section is as 
follows: 

‘Upon and after the taking effect of this 
act no store building or buildings or premises 
situated in cities of 100,000 population shall 
be used or occupied by any person, firm, or 
corporation, or under a unit of management 
or superintendency, for the sale of goods, 
wares, and merchandise at wholesale or 
retail where other goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise is kept. for sale and sold than is 
comprised in any one class of Sec. 1 of this 
act, or in the classes designated in any 
group mentioned in Sec. 2 of this act.”’, 

The measure as it stands would apply to 
cities of 100,000 population or over only, but 
the men favoring the bill expect eventually 
to have it apply to cities and towns of even 
10,000 population. 

May Get Modified License. 


The fourth section provides for a depart- 
ment store license. Under it any one may, 
upon the payment of a license, keep for sale 
and sell in any building or connected build- 
ings goods and wares designated in a “‘ de- 
tenia store plan,"’ which is part of the 

ill. 

The “ plan” suggested by the North Side 
Business-Men’s Association is that which 
the promoters of the bill favor. That 
“plan ’”’ really embraces sixteen, 
lan one allows the selling, under license, 
of all articles in classes to sixteen, inclusive; 
plan two all in classes seventeen to twenty, 
inclusive; plan three, classes twenty-one to 
thirty-four, inclusive; plan four, classes 
thirty-five, thirty-six, and thirty-seven; 
lan five, classes thirty-eight, thirty-nine, 
orty, forty-one, forty-two, forty-three, and 
forty-four; plan six, classes forty-five to 
fifty, inclusive; plan seven, classes fifty-one 
and fifty-two; plan eight, classes fifty-three 
and fifty-four; plan nine, classes fifty-five 
and fifty-six; plan ten, classes fifty-seven to 
fifty-nine, inclusive; plan eleven, classes 
sixty to sixty-two, inclusive; plan twédive, 
classes sixty-three to sixty-six, inclusive: 
plan thirteen, sixty-seven to seventy, inclu- 
sive; plan fourteen, classes seventy-one and 
seventy-two; plan fifteen, classes seventy- 
three and seventy-four; and plan sixteen, 
class seventy-five. 


Minimum Tax Is $500. 


Sec. 5 provides that it shall not be lawful 
for the corporate authorities of any city 
in the State to grant a license for the keep- 
ing of a department store, except upon the 
payment in advance of such sums as may be 
determined, but not less than $500 per an- 
num. Application for the license must be 
made in the same manner as is now pro- 
vided by city ordinance for the issuing of a 
oo shop license. All Mcenses may be re- 
voked. 

Sec. 8 provides that all stores, buildings, 
or other premises where goods are kept or 
sold in violation of the law shal! be declared 
public nuisances, and “ whoever shall keep 
any such place shall for each day said nui- 
sance is maintained or permitted be fined 
not less than $5 and no more than $200, and 
confined in the County Jail not less than one 
day nor more than one year, and it snall 
be part of the Judgment upon the conviction 
of the keeper that the place so kept shal! be 
shut up and abated until keeper shall 
give bond that he will not sell merchandise 
contrary to the laws of the te.” 

The law does not apply to manufacturing 
warehouses, auctioneers, or salvage estab- 
Iishments. — 

Sec. 12 makes it the duty of the proprie- 
tors of every department store to “ furnish 
in writing, under oath, at such times as may 
be required, a statement concerning the dif- 
ferent classes of goods, wares, 578 merchan- 
dise which they ca in stock, such state- 
ment to be furnished to the desig- 
nated by the Mayor of the city."

SWIFT SHOWS SAVINGS IN 21 MONTHS 


Mayor Issues a Comparative State- 
ment, Indicating Decrease of $1,530,- 
901 th City Department Pay-Rolls. 


Mayor Swift has compiled a statement 
showing the amount of money expended by 
the city in salaries of city employés for the 
first twenty-one months of his administra- 
tion, as compared with the preceding twen- 
ty-one months, The statement shows a 
large decrease in nearly every department 
of the city government.’ 

In the pay-rolis of the Bureau of Street 
and Alley Cleaning a saving of $193,813 is 
shown. In the contracts let under the Swift 
administration in the same bureau the state- 
ment shows a saving of $416,681. During 
twenty-one months of the Swift administra- 
toin 21,292 miles of streets were cleaned, at 
an expenditure of $289,935.67. During the 
preceding twenty-one months 10,924 miles 
of streets were cleaned at an expenditure of 
$101,008.78. 

The statement gives in detail the amounts 
saved in the pay-rolls of the various de- 
partments of the city government during 
the twenty-one months of the Swift ad- 
ministration as amounting to $1,530,901.

G.W. ADAMS SEEKS DEATH 


OLD BOARD OF TRADE OPERATOR 
SHOOTS HIMSELF IN THE HEAD. 


Shutting Down of the National Linseed 
Oil Works Costs Him His Position, 
and the Inference from Letters He 
Left Is That He Was Not Only De- 
spondent but Hungry—Englewodd 
Union Hospital Doctors Think the 
Wound Fatal. 


George W. Adams, who was an operator 
on the Board of Trade many years ago, and 
then until recently bookkeeper for the Na- 
tional Linseed Oti company, shot himself in 
the right ear yesterday afternoon while 
alone in the office of the oil works, Seventy- 
seventh street and the Illinois Central 
tracks, The Grand Crossing police removed 
him to the Englewood Union Hospital, where 
it was said he could not recover. 

Judging by letters which he had written 
the attempt at suicide was a voluntary act. 
One of the letters wes addressed to Frank- 
lin MacVeagh and another to Henry F. 
Eames, who isa relative. They showed that 
Mr. Adame’ life, at least the later years of 
it, had been a disappointment to him, and 
he did not wish to continue it longer. In 
one letter he said that he was hungry as he 
was writing. 

Mr, Adams is about 60 years old and among 
the old-time Board of Trade men has had a 
good standing, at one time, it is said, hav- 
ing been worth considerable money. Later 
on, however, he lost his hold, and hae since 
supported himeelf in other ways. Of late 
years he has lived alone, his present home 
being at Seventy-second street and Cottage 
Grove avenue. He has been employed by 
the oil company for about three years. 


Despondent Over Ill-Luck. 

No motive is ascribed for. the attempted 
suicide except that his change in worldly 
condition preyed on his mind. For the last 
few weeks, since the oil company has had its 
works shut down, -he has been out of em- 
ployment, and, judging by a remark in his 
letter to Henry F. Hames, he may have 


} been embarrassed by this. 


Mr. Adams entered the offices of the oil 
company at Grand Crossing and went t® his 
old desk and commenced writing the letters. 
He spoke to H. T. Wood, the manager, but 
soon after the latter left the room and Mr. 
Adams remained alone. 

Some time later he was discovered by 
Manager Wood, when he returned to the 
office. The old man was lying on the floor, 
with his revolver at his side and blood was 
flowing from the wound in his ear. He was 
unconscious and/Mr. Wood thought at first 
that he was dead, but he pressed his hand 
to hig breast and felt the beating of his 
heart. Then he called up the police for an 
ambulance. : 

It is evident that Mr. Adams contemplated 
suicide several days ago and werit to his 
desk in the oil works with the intention of 
killing himself. He left a number of le(‘ters, 
addressed to different, people. Some were 
written on Sunday and left directions about 
the settling of his affairs in case anything 
should befall him. These letters were found 
on his person by the police. 

Complains of Hunger. 


One of them, a few lines written aon the 
top of a billhead, evidently just before he 
shot himself, said: 

‘Feb. 17.—I die hungry. 

“G. W. ADAmMs.” 

The letter addressed to Ella M. Adams, 
No. 1210 Sheffield avenue, was as follows: 

“Feb. 17.—Dear Ella: If anything hap- 
pens me, please follow my instructions left 
in memorandum book. Do this when you 
are able. I am tired of life. Good-by and 
God bless you. GEORGE.”’ 

The letter to Frarmklin MacVeagh con- 
tained these words: 

‘*Feb. 17.—I wish you had at least an- 
swered my appeal to you, but such was not 
the case. I hope that you will prosper, and 
remember me kindly. 

** GeoraRe W. ADAMs.”’ 

Mr. MacVeagh egaid last night that he 
knew Mr. Adams when he was operating on 
the Board of Trade, some fifte®n years ago. 

‘Mr. Adams never wrote to me or asked 
me for help,” said Mr. MacVeagh. “ I'met 
him last winter on the street for the first 
time in ten years. He appeared to be pros- 
perous &nd made no remarks that would 
cause me to think otherwise. I have re- 
ceived no letter from him, unless it has been 
sent within the last two or three days and 
mislaid.’’ 

Two other letters were left, one to Mrs. 
Hill, with whom Mr. Adams boarded, and 
the other to W. C. Northrup, who lives at 
Blue Island avenue and Highteenth street. 


Speaks of an Old Loan. 


In his letter to Mr. Northrup Mr. Adams 
said that he was discouraged and tired of 
life. He made mention of a $5 loan and told 
Mr. Northrup:-that Mrs. Adams No. 1210 
Sheffield avenue, would return it, as he 
could not. He mentioned the loan in this 
manner: 

‘Ella M. Adams of No. 1210 Sheffield ave- 
nue will return you the $5 you so kindly 
sent me during the cold days. I promised 
to return it on the 15th, but could not. May 
God bless you. GrorGce W. ADAMs.”’ 

To Mrs. Hill he saids ‘ Should anything 
happen me*‘send word to Ella M. Adams; 
Charles Coughlin, Secretary of Oriental 
Lodge, A. F. and A. M., Room 38 City Hall; 
and H. F. Eames, Lakota Hotel, Thirtieth 
street and Michigan avenue.”’ ; 

Nearly all of Adams’ friends in Grand 
Crossing thought he was unmarried. 
It developed last evening, however, that 
Mrs. Ella Adams is his wife. They have 
been separated for ten years. 

Mrs. Adams said last night that Adams 
was a distant relative of H. F. Eames, Presi- 
dent of the Commercial National Bank. She 
said that her husband was born in Utica, 
N. ¥. In 1865 he went to Ottawa, Ill, and 
was cashier of the Ottawa National Bank 
for a number of years, Afterwards he came 
to Chicago and embarked upon the Board 
of Trade under the firm name of George 
W. Adams & Co. L. H. Eames was asso- 
ciated with him in business. In 1875 the 
firm dissolved. Mr. Adams then turned his 
attention to various enterprises, but lost 
money rapidly and finally became penniless. 

At the hospital it was said last night that 
he could not live. Up to a late hour he had 
not recovered consciousness. 


USE A FIRE ESCAPE TO ROB A HOUSE. 


Thieves Climb Four Stories, Steal a 
Fur Cloak, and Escape, but a 
Suspect Is Caught. 


Frank Colby and a companion ascended 
the fire escape to the rooms occupied by 
James Paul and family, fourth floor, No, 195 
West Madison street, at 7 o’clock last night, 
and by breaking the fastenings of a window 
entered Miss Lilly Paul's room and took a 
geal garmeht worth $200. 

They were alarmed by Mrs. Paul entering 
the room. She screamed and called her hus- 
band, but when he arrived the burglars had 
disappeared. A messenger was sent to the 
Desplaines Street Station and Lieut. O’Con- 
nor with six officers went to the house. 

But the fact was one of thé burglars was 
under arrest at the station at the time and 
the stolen seal garment was in possession of 
the police. Sergt. Kohistadt saw two men 
on Washington street, near Desplaines, one 
carrying a package, The policeman caught 
the one with the package, but the other got 
away. The peeks contained the seal gur- 
ment stolen from Mr. Paul's flat and was de- 
scribed by the owner.

Proofs of loss on the elevator buildings A and B 
of the Chicago and Pacific Elevator company were 
sent out yesterday. The papers were forwarded 
directly to the home offices of the American com- 
panies and to the United States offices of foreign 
companies instead of to the local agents, as has 
been customary.

The insurance bill introduced by Senator Fitz- 
patrick, providing for the examination of all in- 
surance companies by the Insurance Superintend- 
ent every three years, does not materially differ 
from the present law, which provides that the com- 
panies shall be examined from time to time. 

Bills covering insurance matters introduced thus 
far in the General Assembly have not caused any 
fear of adverse litigation on the part of the com- 
panies. Neither the Western nor the Chicago 
Undérwriters’ Association has appointed a com- 
mittee to watch the course of things at Springfield. 

There is some talk of opposing the ‘** valued 
policy ’*’ law, but no definite action has been 
taken by either managers or agents.

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OLD RULE 10 BE IN FORCE 


FORCED SUBSTITUTION IN ACCOUNT 
TRADING IN STOCKS. 


Governing Committee of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange Decides in Favor 
of the Former System—C,. V. Banta 
Jr. Elected a Member of Committee 
—Biscuit War Affects Stock Quota- 
tions—Linseed Oil Company Makes 
No Financial Report. 


Forced substitution in account trading will 
be resumed on the Stock Exchange March 1. 
The Governing committee took up the mat- 
ter yesterday and on a vote of 11 to9 decided 
in favof of putting in force the old rule gov- 
erning trading in the account. Under this 
rule all account trading ie made note of by 
the exchange, and account is kept in the 
clearing-house. Wherever it is possible to 
ring up trades for members this is done. A 
broker who has sold 100 shares in the ac- 
count of any particular stock and has bought 
the same amount in the account will find 
himself clear in the clearing-house, and his 
two principals become the principals in the 
transaction with the first broker out of the 
market. 

The adoption of the old rules regarding 
substitution may result in some of the mem- 
bers of the exchenge leaving tke floor en- 
tirely. The opposition to the substitution 
sheet hag been pronounced, and it has in- 
cluded some of the biggest members of the 
exchange. Edward L. Brewster & Co. were 
looked upon as the leaders of the opposition. 
They refused to make any.trades in the ac- 
bouht after exchange opened until the sub- 
stitution sheet was Gone away with. They 
refused yesterday to say what, their atti- 
tude would be after March 1, but it is be- 
lieved they will again confine themselves to 


regular trading. . There are others who hold 


the same view. 
May Cause a Split i& the Exchange. 


Some of the members expect to see a split 
in the exchange as the result and a number 
of brokers retire absolutely from the floor. 
If this is done the dissenting brokers will 
confirie themselves to trading in New York 
stock. The listing of the Yerkes stocks on 
the New York Exchange will help some of 
them in deciding, it is said. 

A majority of the members of the ex- 
change have been in favor of the substitution 
sheet. The Governing committee is com- 
posed of twenty-five members and a ma- 
jority of these were also favorable to tne 
system of substituting principals. Their 
claim has been that the richer houses have 
been opposed to the substitution sheet and 
that the business of the smaller houses has 
been injuredin consequence. Those who op- 
posed its claim under the system of substitu- 
tion there was danger of having substituted 
as principal in a trade a member who wouid 
have no money and who not be able there- 
fore to carry out his contract if the market 
went against him. 

The expulsion of Frank N. Gage from 
membership in the exchange left a vacancy 
in the Board of Governors, which was filled 
by the election of William B. Wrenn. Mr. 
Wrenn declined to serve and his place was 
filled yesterday by the election of C. V. 
Banta Jr. This was the only other business 
transacted by the committee. 


Biscuit Stock Is Sold Liberally. 


Selling of New York Biscuit stock was 
plentiful yesterday, following the announce- 
ment in THE TRIBUNE of the sweeping cut 
in the price of goods turned out by. the com- 
pany. This was looked upon as taking away 
the last chanee for a speedy settlement of 
the differences between the New York Bis- 
cuit company and the American Biscuit com- 
pany. The opening quotation yesterday was 
40, from which there was a decline on the 
next sale to 89%, as compared with a clos- 
ing the previous day of 43. There was an 
advance which carried the stock up to 42, 
followed by a decline to 40% at the close. 
Total sales of Biscuit for the day were 3,15! 
shares. 

There was no further cut yesterday In the 
price of biseuit stock. The American of- 
ficials, however, gave it. out plainly. they 
would not be undersold by the New York peo- 
ple. There ig a good deal of skepticism as 
to the fight being one of long duration. 
On the other hand, there are many who say 
both companies mean business, and thas 
each company has plenty of money to spend 
on the fight if this should be necessary. 
The combined earnings of the two corpora- 
tions last year were not much, if any, less 
than $1,200,000. It is argued both companies 
will give up all profits for the twelve months, 
if necessary, to wage the war to a successful 
issue. There was a fight between the two 
companies six years ago, which is said to 
have cost them over $1,000,000. A wholesale 
grocer is authority for the statement the 
consumer will gain no advantage from the 
fight. He is said to have received a letter 
from the American Biscuit, company an- 
nouncing the cut was for the benefit of the 
wholesale merchants and of the retailers, 
and that if any cut was made in the retail 
price the person making the cut would be 
unable to get any more goods from the com- 
panies. This, however, did not seem to 
frighten the wholesale merchants particu- 
larly. For if one should refuse to sell the 
other would be very likely to take the trade. 


No Linseed: Oil Statement Made. 


The annual meeting of the National Lin- 
seed Oil company was held yesterday, and 
there were only a half dozen stockholders 
present in addition to the five members of 
the Board of Directors in attendance. The 
stockholders who did attend might have 
saved the time, for they were given no facia 
others than those contained in the report 
of the President, and these were of the most 
general character. Contrary to the usual 
custom of the company there was 110 
financial statement presented. ‘The reason 
given for the faflure to présent a financial! 
report, was that the facts contained in those 
which have been given in the past have becn 
used to the disadvantage of the company by 
its competitors. 

The announcement was made in an unof- 
cial way, by one of the officers of the coun- 
pany recently, that the year had been an 
unsatisfactory one, and that there would be 
slfown, as a result of the year’s operation, a 
loss for the company. The report of the 
President bore out that preliminary state- 
ment: This is in substance what President 
Alexander Pustis of St. Louis gave to the 
stockholders in attendance at the meeting: 

‘‘The record of the last year, whether fn 
nanufacture, transportation, banking, or dis- 
tribution of goods, has been oneof mere than 
ordinary anxiety and disappointment. No branch 
of business has been exempt, and it was with a 
feeling of relief that all businers-men saw the year 
1896 depart. The business of the National Linseed 
Ol} company has been no exception, while in some 
degree its difficulties have been greater than the 
average, through conditions peculiar to the trade. 
Financial connections have been fo , which it 
would be premature to describe in detail at this 
moment, which will enable the cancellation of

Here again he missed by extravagance his 
chance of getting straight. He did not 

think that he was extravagant. 
the contrary, he prided hfmself on being 


rigidly economical. From a way of life 


which had entailed an annual expenditure 
of £600, he descended to one which only ran 
to about . But while he was making this 
large downWard leap it would not have been 
much more difficult to come the £75 lower, 
and thus have kept within his actual means. 
The temporary enjoyments thereby missed 
would have been inconsiderable. The last- 
ing benefits, the peace of mind, the con- 
sciousness of paying his way, would have 
been very considerable indeed. But he regu- 
lated his economies on a wrong principle. 
Instead of estimating what he could afford to 
_pay for, he merely reckoned up what he 
could manage to do without. The result— 


_ could it well have been otherwise ?—was in-

Mra. Florence Kelley Sends an Amend-

ed Measure to Springtield for Intro- 


duction in the Legislature. 


(Mrs. Florence Kelley, State Factory In- 
spector, sent to Springfield yesterday a bill 
making liberal provisions for the chi!d lab- 
orer. The measure will have William Steen 
as sponser at the other end of the line.. As 
Chairman of the Labor committee of the 
House Mr. Steen will present the bill to that 
body today. 

The present child labor law, according to 
Mrs. Kelley, is inadequate in three particu- 
lars, and the proposed bill covers these 
deficiencies. 

In the first place provision is made in the 
new measure for the extension of the factory 
law as it relates to children and to employ- 


ment of children in the department stores 


and laundries, telegraph and messenger 
service. This means that such employers 
of children over 14 years of age and under 
16 years of age shall keep posted in a con- 
spicuous place in every room in which such 
help is employed a list containing the names, 
ages, and addresses of the child laborers. 
This also means that no child under 14 
shall be suffered to work for wages in any 
gainful occupation in this State. 

The second provision makes it impossible 
for a child between the ages of 14 and 10 
who cannot read easily and write legibly 
simple sentences in the English language 
to secure employment. 

The third distinctive feature over the 
present provisions is that no child under 
16 years of age shall be allowed to work for 
any person, firm, or corporation whereby 
its life or limb is in danger, or its health 
likely to be injured, or its morals liable to be 
depraved.

FENCING A FASCINATING KIND OF 
PHYSICAL CULTURE.

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES 


Prices and Supplies of Vegetables and 
Fruits Among South Water 
Street Merchants. 


Most of the new potatoes now in the mar- 
ket supposed to be from the Bermuda_Isl- 
ands and Cuba are in reality potatoes plant- 
ed in Tennessee and Kentucky late last fall. 
In other words, they are a second crop of 
last year’s potatoes which have only just 
ripened. They are seiling at the fancy gro- 
ceries from 75 cents to $1 a peck. Genuine 
Bermuda potatoes will be in the market in 
about*ten days. 

The choicest navel oranges are in such 
light supply the grocer cannot get out with 
a profit and sell them for much less than 45 
cents or 50 cents a dozen. The best navels 
to buy are those of large size, but when 
seedlings are bought medium sizes are the 
sweetest. Large sized seedlings are apt to 
be tough and stringy. Fair quality of seed- 
ling oranges can be sold at 25 cents a dozen. 

Pineapples are held at high prices. Really 
choice pines cannot be retailed at less than 
30 cents and 35 cents apiece. 

Fancy cranberries from New Jersey and 
Cape Cod cost the grocer $1.25 a bushel, 
making a fair retail price from six cents to 
eight cents a quart. 

Maple sugar is more scarce than usual at 
this season. South Water street merchants 
ask from seven to eight cents a pound for 
the genuine Vermont article. 

Choice honey in pound boxes costs from 
15 cents to 18 cents at the grocery. 

Fancy New York dried apples cost the 
grocer four cents a pound cured by the 
evaporated process, and Southern sun- 
dried cost wholesale from 2 cents to 2% 
cents a pound, while evaporated raspberries 
cost 16 cents a pound.

Practice with the foils has much more 
than the physical benefits derived from it 
to make it fascinating. It trains the eyé.to 
quickness, and the mind to keen percep- 
tive faculty. One must be always on the 
alert mentally as well as physically to be able 
to gauge accurately the skill and method of 
an opponent, to grasp the changing situa- 
tions with the rapidity of lightning, and at 
the same time to pursue one’s own plan of 
action. 

Positions Are Taught. 

In fencing, the pupil is first taught the three 
positions: First, the one taken before plac- 
ing one’s self on guard; second, the guard;

and third, the thrust. Then comes the én- 
After- 
wards the three entrances and the five po- 
sitions of the wrist for reaching or guarding 
these entrances are taught. Ofthe three én- 
trances the ‘“‘inside’’ comprises the whole 
breast from shoulder to shoulder; the “* out- 
side,”’ all parts to be reached by thrusts 
made above the wrist on the outside of the 
foil; and the “ low parts,’”’ embracing that 
part of the body between armpits and hips. 
The five positions of the wristare: Primé, 
seconde, tierce, carte; and quinte. The most 
important of these are “carte” and 
‘‘tierce,”’” and from these are derived: the 


minor positions of “carte over the arm,” 


‘“‘low carte,’ and “ flanconnade,” or “ oc- 
tave.”’ These movements are very improv- 
ing, as they develop the muscles of the neck 
and shoulders, throwing them back and 
rounding out the hollows so fatal to other- 
wise pretty necks. 

The guard in each of thg’ above named po- 
sitions is a passive obs?fruction to an op- 
ponent’s thrust, and the parade or parry an 
active hindrance by which the thrust is di- 
verted or held off. From these arise many 
other maneuvers, each with its proper pose 
of body. 

The implement of warfare in fencing isa 
slender, hexagonal bar of tempered steel 
called a foil. It is mounted like a sword and 
guarded at the point by a button to preveat 
injury to the player. . 

Feminine Costumes for Fencing. 


The costume feminine for fencing consists 
of a blouse, or easy-fitting waist, and a skirt 
that falls to the knee. Corsets must be 
discarded, as they hamper freedom of move- 
ment. Low shoes, without heels, a gaunt- 
let like a boxing glove to protect the sword 
hand; a wire visor, like a baseball mask, 
protects the face, and a thickly padded 
plastron guards the chest from untow 
thrusts. On each plastron a large red heart 
is stitched for a target, which is:the princi- 
pal objective point of the “lunge” or 
** thrust.’’

THREE RADICAL BILLS INTRODUCED 
IN THE LEGISLATURE, 


One Provides for a Commission to Have 
Absolute Power Over All Roads in 
the Stafe—Can Fix the Fare, Kegu- 
late the Running of Cars, and Pre- 
scribe ge of Motive Power— 
One Provides for Extension of 
Franchises Forty Years. 


Springfield, Ill, Jan. 17.—[{Special.]}—Sen- 
ator John Humphrey introduced today three 
bills on the street railway question which 
were referred to the Committee on Rail- 
roads. They are of the greatest importance 
to every community and will make consider- 
able commotion during the session. Their 
meaning is plain and they are intended to 
pass the General Assembly. It is under- 
stood these bills will be discussed in commit- 
tee, and representatives of all interests— 
railroads, municipalities, and citizens therc- 
of—in fact, everybody—will be heard. These 
measures will certainly be the feature of the 
session. 

The first bill seeks to establish a street 
end elevated railroad commission, and pro- 
vides that the commission consists of three 
persons to bé appointed by the Governor, to 
be known as the “ Board of Street and Ele- 
Vated Railroads,” one of whom shall be ap- 
pointed for a term to end the first Tuesday 
in January, 1900, one to end the first Tues- 
day in January, 1905, and one to end the first 
Tuesday in January, 1910, and every five 
years, beginning on the first Tuesday in 
January, 1900, one Commissioner to be ap- 
pointed for fifteen years. ~ 

Salaries of Commissioners. 

No person appointed Commissioner shall 
be interested or connected with any railroad, 
and each Commissioner shall furnish a bond 
ef $20,000 for the faithful performance of 
his duty. The salary of the Commissioners 
is fixed at $2,500 per annum, payable quar- 
terly. The board is to select a Secretary 
at a salary not to exceed $1,500 per annum. 
The office of the board is to be focated at 
Springfield and $800 allowed for office rent, 
firniture, and stationery. 

All street and elevated railroads, incor- 
porated, must report to the commission be- 
fore Nov. 1, 1897, and give a full and true 
statement of the affairs of such corpora- 
tion, specifying the amount of capital, the 
names and piaces of residence of its officers, 
the amount of funded debt, the estimated 
value of-the road bed and rolling stock and 
of the stations, buildings, and other prop- 
erty. This report must be made annually 
thereafter. 

The Commissioners shall prescribe the 
form for the annual returns required to be 
made. The annual report of the commis- 
sion is to be presented to the Governor on 
the first Wednesday of January of each year. 

Powers of the Commission. 

The commission shall have power to regu- 
late the time of running cars; to prescribe 
the headway and’ kind of cars to be used. 
Also, to provide for and regulate the manner 
of heating the.cars; to fix and establish the 
rate of fare; but in all cases where the max- 
imum rate of fares is by any ordinance or 
ordinances fixed such rate as so fixed shall 
not be changed during the life of such ordi- 
nance, and whenever the rate shall be fixed 
by the board it shall not be changed for 
twenty years thereafter. 

The commission shall have the right to 
determine, whenever it shall be proposed 
to construct new jines or to extend exist- 
ing ones, whether Or not the proposed new 
ratiroad is necessary for the convenience of 
the public, and whether or not the owners 
of the land representing more than one-half 
of the frontage of the street have petitioned 
the City Council or Board of Trustees for 
authority to lay down railroad tracks. The 
corporation wishing to construct a railroad 
must file with the Commissioners an appli- 
eation in writing, setting forth specifically 
the route of the proposed line of railroad, to- 
gether with a petition of one-half of the 


' property-owners. Upon the filing of an ap- 


plicatién the Commissioners shall publish 
daily notice of application for ten days in 
some wspaper in the county where it is 
to construct the railroad. 
Shall Sell to Highest Bidder. 
Within sixty days after the filing of an ap- 
plication and petition the Commissioners 
shall report to the City Council or Board of 
Trustees whether or not the proposed rail- 


‘> yoad is necessary for the convenience of the 


public. If the Commissioners verify the. 
statement that the proposed line is neces- 
sary, then the Commissioners shall be named 
in such ordinance as the grantees therein, 
and within thirty days after the passage of 
Buch ordinance they shall offer the orjinance 
for sale at public auction. The ordinance 
shall be sold to the highest bidder, the terms 
of the sale to be fixed by the commission and 

proceeds to be paid over to the proper 
authorities of the city or, town granting 
euch permission. 

Upon the payment by the purchaser to the 
commission of the sum bid at the sale tho 
Commissioners shall thereupon transfer and 
get over to the purchaser all the rights, title, 
and interest acquired by them in the ordi- 
nance. Before any person shall be entitled 
to bid sees soa sale he must deposit with the 
Commissioners $10,000 as the guarantee of 
good faith. 
~ ~ Can Change Motive Power. 

The Commissioners shall be entitled to 
change the motive power or use of a 
particular power on any road and to 
regulate the rate of speed and signals 
and to prescrtbe other precautions for the 

‘pafety’ of the public in the construction of 
the cars, and to prescribe and regulate the 
mode and manner of crossing the track of 
another company. 

The Commissioners shall from -time to 

time examine the railroads and see that they 
are kept in repair, and if, after ten days’ 
‘notice, repairs are not made they shall noti- 
fy the Attorney-General of any violation of 
the act. 
_ One of the Commissioners shall visit each 
county once in three months and personally 
inquire into the management of the railroad 
business. 


Every railroad officer who willfully ne- 
gtTects to make a report of his road shall for- 
feit a sum of not less than $100 or more than 


> $5,000 for each offense. All money received 


from prosecutions shall be paid into the 
State Treasury, the State’s-Attorney who 
conducts the prosecution to receive his com- 
pensation from the State Treasurer, not to 
exceed 10 per cent of the amount received. 


- Must Pay $2,000 Per Mile. 

Th second bill provides that ordinances 
heretofore to any person or corpo- 
ration, where the road shall be actually con- 
structed and shall be in actual operation on 
the first T y in September, 1897, shall 
be extended for a period of forty years from 
euch date, provided that when the railroad 
is located in a county having a population 
of 100,000 or more the person or corporation 
operating the same shall par $2,000 per mile 
for each mile in length of street or highway 
eccupied by such railroad under the said 
order so extended, and where it is located 
in a county ha & population less than 
$100,000 the sum of per mile.

HOW STREET RAILWAY MEN YIEW IT. 
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knows who was introduced yesterday pro- 
viding for the establishment of a commission 
for street and elevated railroads, and im- 
posing a tax of $2,000 a year on each mile 
of road operated. :

It was also understood the new 
commission would not feel called upon to 
change the existing tariff scale of five cents 
a passenger. 


Street Railway Mileage. 


What effect it would have on the gross 
earnings of the roads cannot be shown, be- 
cause all the street car lines do not make 
statements showing gross earnings. They 
make reports of miles of streets occupied, 
which show that last year the sixteen street 
car companies which are organized in Cook 
County had car lines on nearly 350 miles of 
streets.

The reports of gross earnings aré not given 
by some of the companies. The North Chi- 
cago system and the West Chicago system 
include in their annual statements receipts 
and expenditures of some of the auxiliary 
lines. So far as these figures are obtainable 
gross receipts for last year or for the pre- 
ceding year have been as follows:

Figured on the basis cf these tables the 
tax to be derived from the 366.71 miles of 
streets occupied would amount to $733,420, 
and the amount to be derived annually from 
the 3 per cent tax on the gross income, gs 
shewn in the table, would be $414,674. All 
the paaee included in the table not in 
the City of Chicago, though all is ‘In Cook 
County, The amount to be paid into the 
City Treasury cannot be accurateély figured 
therefore. 

With the earnings of the other lines, which 
make no reports public, the gross amount to 
be paid the State would not be less than 
$450,000 or $500,000. The two-thirds to be 
paid the city would therefore be not less 
than $300,000 a year, and it would increase 
with the traffic of the roads. 


Views of Railroad Men. 


Supt. Bowen of the Chicago City railway 
company, in speaking of the bill, said: 
‘“‘If the Humphrey bill were to become a 


law it would compel us to abandon many of 


the lines now operated by the Chicago City 
railway. We have now 200 miles of road in 


operation. Under this law we should have 


to pay $400,000 each year. Thereare some of 
our lines that do not pay a gross éarning of 
over $400 a year, and some less than that. In 
fact, we could afford to keep cars running 


only on the main lines where the traffic is 


heaviest.’’ 

President C. C. Bonney of the Chicago Gen- 
eral Electric street railroad said: 

“If Senator Humphrey's bill ever gets on 
the statute books we shall have to close up 
half our lines at once. The cross street lines 
do not pay expenses alone, and if we had to 
pay $2,000 a mile every year for operating 
them we could not run cars on them for five 
minutes. 

“ No tax is proposed to be levied on steam 
railroad mileage, and yet they run'mile after 
mile alongside the street railroads, which are 
to pay a tax of $2,000 for every mile. This 
bill is unconstitutional because it is special 
legislation, imposing taxation on street rail- 
roads while steam railroads doing the same 
kind of business are excepted.” 


DEMOCRATIC LEGISLATORS IN A ROW. 


Leaders Want to Oppose the $250,000 
Emergency Loan—Barnes and 
Others Refuse to Do This. 


Springfield, IH., Feb. 17.—{Spe¢ial.]—The 
Democrats of the House are all torn up. 
Some of them are out in open revolt against 
their leaders. The Democratic steering 
committee wanted to make an agreement 
with the Republican steering committee 
concerning the bill allowing the Governor 
to borrow $250,000 to tide the State over 
for a little while. It is an emergency bill 
requiring 102 votes. Johnson of Whiteside 
wants to amend so as to mflake it provide 
for only ‘‘one borrow,” so to speak. The 
Republican idea is to allow am extension of 
the loan if necessary. 

Over this a mighty row has broken out. 
Morris, Barnes, and two or three others con- 
trol the steering committee. Benny Mitchell, 
MeGee of Cairo, and a number of others 
wanted the matter submitted to a Demo- 
cratic Hause caucus. The steering commit- 
tee would not listen to this proposition, say- 
ing the matter was not the proper subject 
of a caucus. Benny Mitchell and McGee 
wrote a request for a caucus and got a ma- 
jority of the Democratic members of the 
House to sign it. The caucus will be held 
tomorrow morning at 8:30 o’chock and it will 
determine the attitude of the Democrats to- 
ward the bill. 

Barnes and his friends say they are going 
to vote forit anyway. The Mitchiell-McGee 
combination proposes to fight it.| It means 
simply a break-up on the Democratic side 
of the House. The new members and a few 
of the old ones have united against the 
leaders and the caucus is likely to be very 
breezy. 


REYELL BILL MAY COME UP TODAY. 


Some Who Favor the Measure Are 
Disposed to Postpone It in the Hope 
the Senate Will Take Initiative. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 17.—{Special.]—Mr. 
Revell’s bill for the repeal of the libel law 
has been reported to the House from the 
Committee on Enrolled and Engrossed Bills. 
It is now on the order of third reading and 
may come up some time tomorrow. At the 
extra session two years ago Representative 
Challacombe of Montgomery introduced a 
bill similar to that offered by Mr. Revell. 
It passed the House and was left on the 
sands on the order of third reading in the 
Senate.

Dan Healy’s bill will repose peacefuily in 
Mr. Glade’s inside pocket for the remainder 
of the session, That is thé beauty of hav- 
ing proper committees arranged in advance. 
Shanahan kicked, but what was the use of 
complaining? The Speaker sent the bill to 
Glade, and Glade has hived it. 


Other Business in the House. 

In the House a large number of petitions 
were presented, most of them on the subject 
of woman suffrage. 

Mr. Perry presented a petition from the 
Quincy bar favoring the consolidation of the 
Supreme Court. 

Mr. Miller's bill providing for the establish- 
ment of branch. Appellate Courts was re- 
ported from the committee and advanced to 
second reading.

New Bills Introduced.

Illinois Humune Society, peace officers. with the 
powers of policemen and constables in making 
arrests and empowering them to interfere by force 
to prevent the perpetration of an act of cruelty upon 
a dumb animal. 
By Mr. Buckner—Providing that the father of a 
ehild under 14 years of age, or the mother, if 
charged with the support of such child, who shall 
abandon such child when able to maintain the 
fame, may be imprisoned in the county jail, 
house of correction, or workhouse for not less 
than three months nor more than one year. 

Also a bill appropriating $30,000 to defray the 
expenses of the Illinois National Guard to June 
80 next. ; 

For a Board of Pardons. 

By Mr. Fuller—To create a State Board of 
Pardons, consisting of three memibers, appointed 
by the .Governor, to serve for five years. This 
board ‘‘ shall have jurisdiction to hear and deter- 
mine all appiications made by any person for 
pérdon or commutation of sentence from any 
judgment rendered by any of the courts of this 
State."" Meetings are to be held every three 
months, Applications for pardon or commutation 
of sentence are to be filed with the clerk of the 
board, and notice of such application must be 
advertised for three weeks in a newspaper pubh- 
lished in the county where the conviction was had. 
This notice may be dispensed with ‘‘ whenever, 
in the opinion of a majority of the Commissioners, 
justice or humanity requires it.’’ Applications 
must be accompanied by a statement from the 
Judge who presided at the trial and from the 
State’s-Attorney who prosecuted. No pardon or 
ceammutation of sentence shall be granted by the 
Governor, except upon the recommendation of 
this board. But he may issue a reprieve of sus- 
pension of sentence until the application for par 
don or commutation can be considered by the 
bpard. The clerk of the boad is to be appointed 
by the Governor and shall receive a salary of 
$1,500 per year. The salary of the Commission+ 
ers is $2,500 and five cents per mile goifif® to and 
from meetings of the, board. The sum-of $12,000 
is appropr'ated for the maintenance of the board 
for the next two years. 

By Mr. Funk—To prevent the shooting of any 
gun, revolver, pistol, or other firearm in the public 
highway. 

By Mr. Houghton—Requiring barbers to pass an 
examination-and procure a license from a State 
board of five Commissioners to be appointed by 
the Governor. 

By Mr. Lamonte—Providing that the Election 
Commissioners in Cook-County may empower five 
clerks to administer the oath of office to judges 
and clerks of election. 

By Mr. Lamb—Requiring insurance agents to 


‘prccure an annual license from the Superintendents 


of Insurance.’ 

By Mr. McGee—Providing for the levy and col- 
lection of special taxes in cities in the same man- 
rer as special assessmenis are levied and collected. 

By Mr. Merriam—Providing for the execution of 
the death sentence within the walls of the peni- 
tentiaries. 

By Mr. Needles—Appropriating $1,300 to meet 
the deficiency in the expenses of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commisison to June 30 next 
Also @ bill appropriating $892,000 for the payment 
of the officers and members of the next General 
Assembly and the salaries of the officers of the 
State Government. Also the ‘‘ omnibus appro- 
priation bill,’’ providing for the ordinary and con- 
tingent expenses of the State Government for the 
next two years.

Senator Fitzpatrick’s bill appropriating 
$31,000 for the purpose of furnishing and car- 
ing for the memorial hall in the Public 
Library Building at Chicago was unanimous- 
ly reported back to the Senate with the 
recommendation that it do pass. 

Representative Cavanagh’s bill appro- 
priating $900, deficit in the expenses of the 
State Board of Arbitration, was favorably 
reported. 

The Senate Committee on Municipalities 
today passed favorably on Senator Granger's 
bill providing for the appointment of ‘police 
matrons in cities having 10,000 inhabitants 
or more. 

To Abolish Justices of the Peace. 

The Senate Committee on Judiciary or- 
dered to be recommended favorably Mr. 
Rose's resolution submitting a constitution- 
al amendment. The resolution is the one 
providing for the abolishment of the offices 
of the Justices of the Peace and Police 
Magistrates in cities of over 50,000 inhab- 


ritants. In their stead there shall be estab- 


lished a convenient number of district 
courts, which shall have the same jurisdic- 
tion and power now held by the Justices of 
the Peace. 

Mr. Bailey’s bill was ordered to be reported 
favorably. The bill authorizes courts of 
equity to order the sale of real estate and 
reinvest the proceeds if in the opinion of the 
court this action will be for the betterment 
of the estate. 

Two bills introduced by by Mr. Salmans 
and Mr. Murray of Sangamon allowing per- 
sons holding a claim against a deceased 
person to testify in support of the claim 
were ordered to be reported favorably. 


To Forbid the Gold Clause. 


The House Committee on Judicial Depart- 
ment and Practice this afternoon took up 
Mr. Compton’s bill, ** To prohibit the making 
of notes, bonds, contracts, or other obliga- 
tions in writing payable in money in other 
than ‘ lawful money of the United States.’ "’ 
This is the bill designed to prevent the mak- 
ing of contracts payable in gold. Mr. Mur- 
ray of Clintcn [Dem.] moved that the bill 
be reported with the recommendation that 
it be passed, Chairman Miller put the mo- 
tion at once and declared it carried, ‘‘ the 
chair voting no,” he added. There was 
barely a quorum of the committee present 
when this action was taken. 

The same committee ordered a favorable 
report on Mr. Novak's bill authorizing cities 
to empley Justices of the Peace as police 
magistrates. 

The House Committee on Live Stock and 
Dairying appointed a subcommittee,’ ecn- 
sisting of Chairman Powell of Iroquois, 
Thiemann,. Shanahan, Perrottet, Schubert, 
Farrell, Morris, and Johnson of Whiteside, 
to communicate with cammittees of the 
Missouri and Kansas Legislatures with 
reference to a conference of legislative com- 
mittees of the three States on the subject of 
stock-yards legislation. 

The House Committee on Judicial Appor- 
tionment, at a meeting this afternocn, took 
up the bills of Mr. Johnson of Fulton and 
Mr. Fuller, the former making fifteen and 
the latter seventeen judicial circuits in- 
stead of thirteen, as at present. The ques- 
tion whether there should be fifteen or sev- 
enteen circuits was discussed. Alschuler, 
Stoskopf, and Gaines [Democrats] favored 
fifteem circuits, while Bailey, La Monte, and 
Chairman Cochran [Republicans], advo- 
cated seventeen circuits. It was finally ce- 
clared the sense of the committee that the 
bill to be framed provide for seventeen cir- 
cuits. 

A subcommittee, consisting of Chairman 
Cochran, Bailey,-Berryman, Williams, Tor- 
rence, Stoskopf, and Gaines, was appointed 
to act in conjunction with a Senate sub- 
committee in the preparation of a judicial 
apportionment bill. 

This joint subcommittee began work to- 
night. ; 

The House Committee on Mines and Min- 
ing today ordered a favorable report on 
McLauchlan’s bill providing that “ every 
person desiring to work by himself in rooms 
of coal mines in this State shall first produce 
satisfactory evidence to the mine manager 
that he has worked at least two years with 
a practical miner.” 

The House Committee om Military Affairs 
today ordered a favorable report on Mr. Re- 
vell’s bill making it unlawful for any person 
without authority to wear the uniform, 
badge, or emblem of the United States army, 
the National Guard of Illinois, or the munici- 


pal police. 
RATTAN MAKERS CALL ON TANNER. 


Want the State to Cease Making Their 
Class of Manufactures in the Penti« 
tentiaries—Schubert’s Bill. 


Springfield, Ill.y Feb. 17.—[Special.]—Calvin 
Hill of Heywood & Co. and F. H. Henrici of 
the Whitfield company and a number 
other rattan manufacturers arrived in 
Springfield this morning. They met here a 
number of representatives of tradeand labor 
assemblies and the whole party went up to 
see Gov. Tanner. The rattan makers wanted 
to stop the manufacture of rattan and cane 
goods in the Joliet prison, They kept mod- 
estly in the background all during their stay 
in this city. 

Some time ago Mr. Schubert introduced a 
bill forbidding convicts from working at any 
trade-whereby the product of the work shall 
be farmed out, contracted, given, or sold to 
any person, firm, association, or corporation. 

The bill did not prohibit the sale of the 
product to the State or to any public in- 
stitution owned by the State. It provides 
that the prisoners shall as far as possible 
make such articles as may be needed in 
the State institutions, and declares that the 
prisoners can be used for building roads, 
canals, and other public improvements, 
the rattan people wanted to get this bill 
through and the delegation went up to Tan- 
ner to have an expression of opinion from 
that gentleman regarding it. 

Gov. Tanner said he could not indorse the 
bill in its present condition because it was 
not intelligible. If it were changed So as to 
iclude a provision that no goods should be 
manufactured in the penitentiary except for 
State institutions and a decent ye abo 
fixed therein for it to go into effect he might 
give it his approval. This change may be 
made, but it is evident that the rattan men, 
who, according to reports, have just formed 


a trust of their own, will lend the assistance 


of their monopoly to putting it through the 
General Assembly. :

Reddick 
went to the house of Anton Petersen. a desk 
manufacturer doing business at No. 15 Ar- 
mour street and residing over in Hertz- 
ville, and induced Mr.*Petersen to go to 
Springfield, telling him he was going to be 
appointed West Park Commissoner. Red- 
dick and* Petersen got here this morning 
and they’ went over to see the Governor. 
Reddick handed Gov. Tanner Dr. Grote- 
fend's resignation as Park Commissioner. 


Coeunty machine, and so soon-as the Senate 
met he was‘named as West Park Commis- 
sioner to succeed Grotefend, resigned. 

The‘ confirmation was made and that is 
all there is of it. 

That is the way the machine manages 
politics, It was done with neatness and 
dispatch, wityout friction or noise.
